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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 , 2, 4-6, 9-24 and 30-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by More (2002/0107431). 

Claims 1 , 9, 10 - the applicant's attention is invited to figure 1 and the general 
doll description is set forth in paragraphs 128-132. Lined cavities are set forth in 
paragraph 132. A jaw-302- is movable. Prosthetic eyeballs are used in eye sockets, 
paragraph 136. The face is an integral piece that is attached to the skull, paragraph 
139. The integral face is attached to the skull at the time of manufacture and at that 
time is possible to provide a plurality of different faces therefore the device is capable of 
selectively displaying alternate faces. Further, different hairstyles and eyes can be 
used paragraphs 125, 134, and 135. 

Claim 2 - the skull is made of epoxy, paragraph 135. 

Claim 4 - aluminum is taught in paragraph 135. 

Claim 5 - PVC is taught in paragraph 159. 

Claim 6 - simulated skin covers simulated flesh paragraph 153. 
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Claim 9-17 - the use of universal joints is set forth in paragraph 131 . A universal 
joint provides adjustable pivoting and rotating movement. 
Claims 18-22 - see paragraphs 125 and 126. 

Claims 23 and 24 - the jaw is connected by solely mechanical means element 

-303-. 

Claim 30 - the head is attached by a nut and bolt, paragraph 136. 

Claim 31 - is written as a product by process claim in the current situation the 
end product is the same as the product taught by More therefore the claim is anticipated 
by More. 

Claim 32 - the bolt is inherently threaded. 

Claim 33 - see the nut and bolt, paragraph 136. 

Claim 34 - the face of More is substantially integral to the head. 

Claim 35 - the face is a resilient material -31 8-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
More(2002/01 07431 ) in view of RealDolls. More teaches a device as claimed but does 
not set forth an attachment means for the wigs. RealDolls sets forth the use of Velcro to 
keep the wigs in place, page 6/10 in the FAQ section. It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to include Velcro 
attachment for wigs on the device of More to provide secure wig attachment means as 
taught by Realdolls to eliminate the possibility of the wig falling off during use. 

Claims 7, 8 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over More(2002/01 07431) in view of Shubin, Sr (5,466,235). More teaches a device as 
claimed but uses elastomers/copolymers for the flesh and skin. Shubin teaches the use 
of polyurethane and silicone for the flesh and skin. The density of the material changes 
to correspond to the density of natural tissue. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use polyurethane and 
silicone as taught by Shubin in place of the elastomer and gel taught by More as a 
substitution of functionally equivalent materials. 

Claims 26-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
More as applied to claims 1 and 23 above, and further in view of Mirahem (4,805,328). 
More teaches a device as claimed but does not teach motors for moving the jaw. 
Mirahem teaches the concept of moving the mouth responsive to an audio signal. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
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made to provide the device of More with motorized means as conceptualized by 
Mirahan to provide a more realistic speaking version of the doll provided by More. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 25 and 37-52 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 9/14/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In paragraph 3, of the arguments the applicant argues More "fails to 
describe a face that 'is an integral piece that is attached to the skull'. It is the 
examiner's position that since the face of more is molded it is an "integral piece" 
and because it is molded around the skull it is "attached" to the skull. 

In paragraph 4, the applicant argues that "More fails to describe or 
suggest a face separate from the layer of gelatinous elastomer...". It is the examiner's 
position that the claims do not require a "separate" face. 

Paragraph 5 , the applicant argues that the molding process of More teaches 
away from permitting alternative faces. The examiner disagrees, alternative faces can 
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be selected from at the time of manufacture or different hair and eyes can be used, 
paragraph 125, 134 and 135. 

Paragraph 6, the examiner believes the face is integral and attached to the skull, 
as described above, and alternative faces can be displayed on different dolls when 
selected at the time of manufacture. Further, different eyes and hair may be used on 
each doll to provide alternate faces, paragraph 125, 134 and 135. 

Paragraph 7, alternative faces can be displayed on different dolls when selected 
at the time of manufacture. Further, different eyes and hair may be used on each doll to 
provide alternate faces, paragraph 125, 134 and 135. 

Paragraph 9, the applicant argues More "fails to describe a face that 'is an 
integral piece that is attached to the skull'. It is the examiner's position that since the 
face of more is molded it is an "integral piece" and because it is molded around the skull 
it is "attached" to the skull. 

Paragraph 12, the examiner believes the face is integral and attached to the 
skull, as described above, and alternative faces can be displayed on different dolls 
when selected at the time of manufacture. Further, different eyes and hair may be used 
on each doll to provide alternate faces, paragraph 125, 134 and 135. Further, the 
examiner is not relying on the teaching of Realdolls or Shubin, Sr. for the integral piece 
face. 

Finally, the examiner believes the claims have not included a removable face 
separate from the other elements of the device or a kit including a doll and a plurality of 
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interchangeable faces, rather only a face being an integral piece and in attached 
disposition on the head.
